called up on the floor. It was also reported out umani- 

mously by the Senate Armed Services Ccommitice in the 

Bightieth Congress, and pessed the Senate on 21 June 1948. 

The favorable action of the House Armed Services Cummittee 

ig resorted in House Report No. 1953, dated 4 May 1948. 


‘The purpose of the bill is ‘to grant to the Central 
Intalligence Agency the authorities necessary ror its 
proper adminiatretion, ‘The bill deals with ‘procurement, 
travel, allowences end related expenses, general authoritics, 
erd methods of exnemditures of appropriated fimds, Further, 
it orctecta the confidential nature of the Agency's Symeticns 
end makes provisions for the internal administration of the 
Agency. In almost cll instances, the powers end authorities 
contained in the bill already exist for some other oranch 
of the Government, «xi the bill merely extends simiiar 
suthorities to the Central iInteiligence Agency. 


“his proposed bill has been resubmitted to the Bureru of 
the Pudget, and we have been advised that they have no sbjec- 
tion to itg oresentation to the Congress in its oresent Corm.
